The Open Door. 


The nomination by President Harding of 
the American delegates to the Washington 
Conference has pulled down the Pacific 
problem from the clouds of abstract dis- 
cussion into an atmosphere. of practical 
politics. This great problem is about to 
be tackled in real earnest, and the British 
public should make itself acquainted in 
advance with the principal ‘differences 
which separate the Powers. Next to the 
purely naval question, in which America 
and Japan ate the protagonists, the 
position of China is likely to present the 
greatest difficulties. The average Briton’s 
idea of China is extremely vague. He has 
a hazy notion that the Chinese eat rice with 
chop-sticks, worship Confucius, wear pig- 
tails, and are addicted to the vice of opium- 
eating. He rarely troubles himself to 
study the Chinese question at closer 
quarters. At Washington, however, China 
probably will play a decisive part in the 
or failure of the Conference, 
because, for all practical purposes, the prob- 
lem of the Far East is the problem of this 
vast community. For many years the 
policy of Britain—and also of America— 
towards China has been expressed by the 
phrase, “the open door.” Neither Britain 
nor America has any political axe to grind 
in China, but their interests, as well as the 
interest of China herself, demand that 
trade conditions shall be absolutely free. 
No nation must be allowed to secure a 
monopoly of the Chinese markets. They 
must be kept open to the healthy competi- 
tion of the industrial world. This prin- 
ciple is a cardinal point of Anglo-Saxon 
policy. . 

Unfortunately, Japan holds. different 
opinions. She regards China not so much 
from the purely commercial as from the 
politico-commercial standpoint, and aims 
at bringing the whole country within 
the orbit of her sphere of influence. 
She has colonised large portions of the 
littoral and is penetrating every day 
further, into the hinterland. She has 
taken possession of Formosa and Sakhalin, 
and her determined stand on the Shantung 
question is fresh in the public mind. In 
addition to her seizure of Chinese territory, 
she has managed to get China into an 
economic strangle-hold, and the notorious 
“twenty-one points” which were hurled at 
the head of the Peking Government 
during the war virtually abolished Chinese 
independence. 


£00,000,000 at the current rate of silver. 
' mo according to the London 
Journal of Commerce, the Japanese Premier 
announced in the Tokio Diet that the 
owers had authorised the closing of “the 
open door ' in Manchuria—in other words, 
that they had made a present of its com- 
plete trade to Japan. The British Go- 
vernment promptly denied this statement, 
and as Manchuria contains a Chinese popu- 
lation of 23,000,000, compared with a 
Japanese population of some 70,000, it is 
highly desirable that the matter should be 
investigated without delay. Here is a 
delicate problem for the Washington Con- 
ference. 

British commerce has enormous interests 
in China. Last year of the total tonnage 
engaged in the carrying trade between the 
open ports of China and foreign countries 
40,000,000 out of 104,000,000 tons were 
British ; 28,000,000 tons were Japanese. 
The actual value of the trade is difficult 
to determine, because Hong Kong ranks 
as a British port, and everything to and 
from it is reckoned as British in the 
trade returns. The amount of tonnage, 
however, is a fair criterion, and there is 
no doubt that, more especially in cotton of 
all kinds, Britain’s position is improving 
steadily. Between America and Britain in 
this respect there is a friendly rivalry of 
trade. There is any amount of room in the 
Chinese markets for the merchandise of 
both countries, and neither has any reason 
to fear the other. The task of the Washing- 
ton Conference will be to dissuade Japan 
from her attempt to establish a sort of com- 
mercial Monroe Doctrine in the Far East, 
and to persuade her that her co-operation 
in China with Britain and America is the 
only sensible solution of the problem. 
The door must remain open. It is not 
difficult to understand the influence that 
this Chinese question is likely to exert on 
the larger issues of disarmament. If it 
ean be solved satisfactorily, the peace- 
makers’ task will become comparatively 
easy. If it cannot be solved, their task 
will be almost impossible. China's own 
opinion in the matter is of prime import- 
ance, and there is no doubt that she will 
support the Anglo-American thesis. Her 
present leaders are young and imaginative 
men who recognise clearly the advantages 
of the “open door.” Their one desire is to 
bring China into step with the progressive 
nations of the world, and the old hatred of 
the “ foreign devil” has been replaced by 
a keen sympathy with the ideals of 
Western democracy. If Japan releases her 
grip, China will be capable of great things. 
Until she does release it, however, there 
will be no disarmament in the Pacific. 


trade of this province alone amounted to 


Greece and Turkey. 


It, is clear that, after a series of brilliant 
successes which carried it to within thirty 
miles of Angora, the Greek campaign in 
Anatolia has lost its force. Mustapha 
Kemal’s army has been badly mauled, but 
it has saved the capital and has escaped 
annihilation. Neither the Turks nor the 
Greeks can claim a victory. Both have 
suffered heavily. ‘The battle which raged 
on the Lanks of the Sakaria River for ten 
days reduced their strength to the lowest 
ebb, and at the moment they are licking 
their wounds behind fortified lines. Will 
this temporary truce of exhaustion develop 
into a genuine truce which will allow the 
Allies to display their powers of con- 
ciliation? The Greeks have made im- 
portant territorial gains, and they hold 
the only effective line of communica- 
tion, north and south. There is no sign 
that they have repeated their blunder of 
last April and failed to consolidate what 
they have won. It is certain that 
after a reasonable breathing space General 
Papoulas’s men would be in a position to 
begin a third campaign. There is no 
reason to believe, however, that further 
fighting would benefit the Greek cause. It 
would take place in a hostile country, and 
every yard that the army won in the 
direction of Angora would add to its diffi- 
culties, When Angora could not be cap- 
tured after Mustapha Kemal's troops had 
suffered a series of defeats and their 
moral was poor, it is very unlikely that it 
would fall after they had found time to 
reorganise and re-equip themselves. On 
the contrary, the renewal of the offensive 
probably would be followed by a vigorous 
counter-offensive which would make the 
Greeks yield a great part of the territory 
that they have won. The costly opera 
tions of the last three months must have 
proved a heavy drain upon Greek re- 
sources. The country’s finances are far 
from satisfactory and the loss of eighteen 
thousand men cannot have increased King 
Constantine's popularity. Moreover, Greece 
holds as much of Anatolia as the Allies 
are likely to allow her to retain, Mustapha 
Kemal seems to be in the mood for peace, 
but, if he is forced to fight again, he will 
fight desperately. A formal truce which 
would allow the diplomat to take the 
soldier's place would be welcomed by 
everybody, and not least by the Allied 
Powers. Now, when it is almost within 
view, they ought to make a serious 
effort to dévise a definite policy in 
respect of the Near East. They have pro- 
crastinated too long. The war in Asia 
Minor never would have been possible had 
they acted unanimously and firmly from 
the outset. The Treaty of Sévres must pe 
recast in a mould which will make it a 
permanent instrument of peace. In that 
task the Allies must concern themselves 
not so much with the conflicting claims 
of Greece and Turkey as with world in- 
terests. Neither of the contending coun- 
tries has the slightest claim upon the 
generosity of the Great Powers. 


Dear Printing. 


Learning is threatened with a new 
danger. The general public is not worry- 
ing about it; but the anxiety which it has 
provoked in scholars and research-workers 
is revealed in Sir Charles Oman’s address 
to the Library Association's Conference at 
Manchester. It lies in the enormously in- 
creased cost of serious books as a result 
of increased wages in the book-producing 
trade. Publishers continue to issue fiction 
and other popular books because large 
circulations compensate them for the 
heavy cost of production. They are refus- 
ing to publish books which make a limited 
appeal because such books, however valu- 
able they may be, now involve a sure loss. 
Sir Charles Oman said that certain books 
which were sold at ten shillings before the 
war cost two guineas to-day and are not 
sold at all. The hardship is felt parti- 
cularly by universities and learned societies 
which issue their “transactions’’ in 
periodical form. These “ transactions ”’ 
make very important contributions to 
science, scholarship, and history, and are 
an indispensable section of libraries. Their 
circulation, however, is strictly limited, 
and now the increased cost of printing 
treatens to extinguish them. Some 
societies, Sir Charles Oman says, are dis-

price. It is a grave problem for the 
printers as well as for the societies and 
universities. Trade, once banished from 
a country, is brought back with diffi- 
culty, and a maintenance of the present 
charges may do permanent harm to our 
native printers and binders. Sir Charles 
Oman talks very strongly about “trade 
union exploitation of the public,’’ and 
certainly there is a startling difference 
between the present charges for printing 
in the United Kingdom and in Germany. 
Hard words, however, are unprofitable in 
such: matters. The question of wages in 
the printing trade is now under dis- 
cussion between the masters and the men. 
Both will be well advised, in their own 
interests, to consider the very urgent 
aspect of it to which Sir Charles Oman 
has called attention. 


The Wages of Peace. 


The League of Nations proposes to give 
the Governments of the world an in- 
spiring example of retrenchment. On 
Tuesday, at Geneva, its Budget Commis- 
sion. discussed the question of official 
salaries, which are based on the scale vf 
thé British Civil Service. The Commission 
of Experts produced an amended scale of 
payment. It recommends that the salaries 
of directors shall be reduced by £120, 
leaving them with emoluments rising from 
£1,640 to £2,120. Chiefs of divisions in 
the International Labour Office are “ re- 
duced ' also—but not below £1,540, since 
the international labourer is worthy of his 
hire. Chiefs of sections must contemplate 
the loss of £80 from their salaries, which 
will continue to range between £1,120 and 
£1,520. When all is said, however, the 
proposed average reduction is only 75 per 
cent. of the recent reductions in the 
British Civil Service. The remaining 25 
per cent. is left in the form of expatriation 
allowances. The Commission agreed to 
ask all Governments to exempt all officials 
of the League from income tax on salaries 
paid by the League, and decided that all 
persons called to attend committees should 
receive not only travelling expenses, but a 
subsistence allowance. The latter is fixed 
at the rate of £3 10s. a day. The public 
will conclude, we think, that the pursuit 
of world-peace is a not illiberally remun- 
erated profession. Certainly the League's 
officials will not desire to change the 
present arrangement for a system of pay- 
ment by results.

The ceremony was a very quiet one, and pre- 
ceded the religious ceremony which is to trke 
place to-day at the- residence of Lady Crosfield 
et West Hill, Highgate, according to the full 
ritual of the Orthodox “church. 

M. Venizelos was smiling when he arrived, 
wearing a grey suit and bowler, with a grey 
overcoat over his arm, and he was accompanied 
bv Mrs. Schilizzi and Miss Eliadi. Previously 
Mr. and Mrs. Stenhen Schilizzi, brother and 
sister-in-law of the bride, and Mrs. Eliadi, had 
taken chairs in the room, and acted as witnesses, 
signing the register. 

Lady Crosheld accompanied the bride, who 
wore a navy blue costume, with a blue straw 
hat, and a pale pink blouse. Lady Crosfield 
was in biscuit crepe-de-chirie, with a black coat 
and lace trimmed hat. M. Venizelos was de- 
scribed as a widower, and the address of both 
parties was given as 41 West Hill, Highgate, 
the residence of Sir A. Crosfield. The witnesses 
who signed the register were Marie Liiadi aad 
Stephen Schihzzi.

COUNTY COUNCIL CHALLENGED. 


A report issued by the County Dublin Rate- 
payers’ Association estates that on the 28th 
August, 1921, there was issued, by the County 
Dublin County Council, a pamphlet purporting 
to explain the Council’s position in the matter

‘of rates. This pamphlet refers contemptuously 


to the Ratepayers’ Association, into which it 
endeavours to drive a wedge. In conclusion, it 
accuses, by implication, the Ratepayers’ Asso- 
ciation of being unmindful of their pauper 
brethren, etc. Association expresses regret 
that any public body should issue such a docu- 
ment, and says— We feel quite sure that the 
ratepayers of the county will give their un- 
animous approval and support to this Associa- 
tion” when the whole facts are placed before 
them. 

This Association, says the document, was in- 
augurated on the 3rd of May, 1921, by public 
meeting, held in the Gresham Hotel, and the 
meeting was called by notice in the Press to 
all ratepayers in the county. The Committee 
appointed on that day asked the County Council 
in May to receive a deputation relative to the 
rate for the current year, but the Council re- 
plied that “they would not receive the deputa- 
tion until the @nd of July.” In the mean- 
time, the Council hurried out the demand notes 
for the rates. The deputation attended at the 
County Council offices at the appointed time, 
and first of all explained that thi Association 
was not animated with any hostile or unfriendly 
feelings towards the County Council, but that, 
as ratepayers, they could not understand how 
the rate for the current year should be nearly 
double the rate of last year. The following 
points were made by the deputation, which the 
Council could not controvert:—(a) No instance 
of economy could be shown; (b) no effort to 
keep down wn ogy of bodies financed by the 
County Council; (c) wages sanctioned which the 
Council were unable to pay; (d) the flat rate 
has the effect of making agricultural land pay 
the whole of the malicious damages 

HE COUNCIL’S POSITION. 

The Council, says the report, is constantly 
seeking credit for saving the ratepayers from 
the burden that British legislation intended to 
impose upon them, whereas iit is only carrying 
out the mandate of the Government to which it 
has given allegiance. In one portion of the 
pamphlet it. claims to have discharged all finan- 
cial obligations last year, notwithstanding the 
loss of the grant of £40,000; while again it 
points to the loss of this grant as being re- 
sponsible for the increase of rates this year. 
In another place it states that the deficit. caused 
by the loss of the grant was practically wiped 
out, but that, as there will be no deficit this 
year, the rate will be less next year. 

Referring to the wages question, the report 
states that a deputation from the Association 
which waited upon the County Council pointed 
out that “ the road men were in receipt of 15s. 
per week more than the trade union wage of 
farm labourers, and both were paid out of the 
same purse—one directly, the other indirectly. 
The number of road men was given at about 
500, and this means that these men received 
£19,500 per annum more than a corresponding 
number of farm workers. It is curious if the 
farm workers of County Dublin consider this 
equitable. It affords some insight into the 
spirit in which the deputation was received 
when it is remembered that it was at the 
Council's meeting ov the 3rd of July (the same 
date as the deputation from our Association 
was received by the Council) that it was decided 
to pay forthwith to the road men the full wage, 
with arrears, which had accumulated since the 
previous September.” 

IN WHAT COURT? 

‘It ie further etated in the Council's pamphiet 
that they will consider any serious-minded re- 
presentations from this Association. We wish to 
remind the Council that we have treated this 
matter most seriously from the beginning, and 
have all the time regvetted that the uncil 
have not reciprocated our motives. They now 
threaten to collect the rates as struck by ordi- 
nary or sxtraordinary measures, and insinuate 
that this Association is trying to do what ex- 
ternal aggression failed to accomplish. We are 
not a political Association, but we iate 
the Council's imputation of hostility, more espe- 
cially as many oí our members are avowed 
Republicans, and some of our officers have a 
more intimate acquaintance with externa! ag- 
gression and terrorism than all the members of 
the Council with, perhaps, one or two excep- 
tions. Before, however, the Council pr 
pron sair aspen Se measures, we wish to know 
the court in w they are prepared to defend 
the legality of the rates as struck.”

I mentioned last night that opinion 
was somewhat ocncerned as to the attitude 
which the Prime Minister would if the 
answer of Mr. de Valera was not satisfac- 
tory. It seems that the Prime Minister 
did not find the answer satisfactory, and 
that it had to be returned with a request 
for a clearer one. It is rumoured that 
the reply was so full of reservations and 
difficulties that they would have materi- 
ally hampered any conference, while the 
reply did not accept the first condition of 
the Government's invitation ‘concerning 
the inclusion of Ireland in the Empire. 
If rumours should be correct, it is to 
hoped that these points will be cleared 
up without delay. oe 

It may, of course, be that rumour is in- 
correct, for to-day it is asserted in several 
quarters that the Sinn Fein envoys carried 
only a question to the Prime Minister, 
and were seeking information to elucidate 
a difficult point. If this should prove to 
be the case, the outlook is all the 
brighter. Mr. de Valera would scarcely 
send all the way to Gairloch to clear up a 
doubtful point if he did not hope to be 
able to accept the invitation. 

Hopefulness with regard to the outcome 
of the conference has not been 
seriously impaired by the statement that 
Mr. de Valera will not be one of the 
plenipotentiaries. There is no desire to 
question his good faith, but it is felt that 
he is at once too rigid and too vaporous 
(if that is not a contradiction in terms) 
to make a first-class k ” "Tá who 
should possess clearly defined aims, 
together with a certain elasticity in ap- 
proaching them. 

According to a writer in the Evening 
News, Mr. Lloyd George stated his mind 
to the envoys in no uncertain tone, and 
“presented a front that was calm and 
friendly, but adamant all the same.” He 
is said on the same authority to have re- 
marked tp a friend subsequently: “I can- 
not play the wheedling demagogue every 
day of my life after a great war.” This, 
if true, suggests that the Prime Minister, 
a little late in the day, has discovered 
that it is the business of a Government to 
govern. 

There is certainly nothing of the wheed- 
ling demagogue about his reply to the 
Labour Mayors, who proposed to invade 
his Highland fastness in order to discuss 
caeutitepuinst. He politely, but firmly, 
refers them to the Cabinet Committee 
which has been set up for this express 
purpose. In spite of this rebuff, the 
Mayors have announced their intention to 
go to Scotland on Monday, but, if so, they 
will presumably have their journey for 
nothing, and, if they succeed in reaching 
Gairloch, will find that the Prime Minister 
is “ not at home.” 

The Prime Minister's holiday at Gair- 
loch is doing him a great amount of good, 
and his healthy and vigorous appearance 
delights his entourage. At the same time, 
the holiday has not yet been long enough, 
and Mr. Lloyd George hopes to be able to 
remain at Gairloch for another week, or, 
perhaps, a fortnight. Should the Irish 
conference be arranged, his visit to Scot- 
land may be prolonged into October. 

Sir Philip\Daw#on has won the seat at 
Lewisham, in spite of every effort made to 
defeat him. Nothing was spared by the 
Independent Anti-Waste Party to secure 
the return of their candidate, and even 
the private life and birth of Sir P. Dawson 
were subjected to the searchlight to dis- 
credit, if possible, the party he repre- 
sented. All these efforts have been in 
vain, and Sir Philip Dawson and the 
Prime Minister can take comfort from the 
fact that, while the Anti-Waste Party 
attracted many Unionist votes, it was 
unable to prevent the return of the 
Unionist candidate. As usual, the Inde- 
pendent Liberal is at the bottom of the 
poll. 

Mr. Raffety's defeat is, indeed, the most 
significant feature of the election. He 
was a good candidate, and a capital 
speaker, and there was no Labour nominee 
to divide the progressive vote; but he 
secured only 6,211 votes, barely a fourth 
of the mumber polled, and less than a 
sixth of the total number on the register. 
In January, 1910, when Lewisham was an 
undivided borough, wath 26,000 electors, 
the Liberal candidate scored nearly 9,000 
votes against the 12,690 which went to the 
late Sir Edward Coates. Nowadays people 
will vote for anybody but an Asquithian 
Liberal. 

The remarkable revelations at Ports- 
mouth yesterday, where a firm of drapers 
was prosecuted because it did mot pay 
higher wages than its employés wanted, 
has brought to light a curious state of 
affairs in the drapery trade owing to the 
setting up of a trade board for the in- 
dustry. A year ago no fewer than 346 
firms decided to close down th:ir werk- 
rcoms, because they could not hope t> lay 
the wages demanded by the Board, while 
262 others made drastic reductions in 
their staffs. Six months ago there were 
over 12,000 dressmakers and milliners out 
of work, and the number has been great]y 
increased since.. The drapers contend 
that the present rates of the Beard are 
based on an absolutely wrong principle, 
since they represent a national scale in- 
stead of one that should be decided by 
localities. It scarcely seems reasonable 
that a girl working within a /ew minutes 
of her atts should get the same wages 
as a girl in London, who has to travel for 
nearly an hour, morning and night, to and 
from her place of employment. 

It is understood that the leaders in the 
Labour Party are much divided on the un 
employment question. Several of them 
are committed to a policy of dole, but, at 
the same time, they realise that it would 
be a very much wiser policy to spend the 
dole money on works of public utility. 
Such employment as these works would 
provide would absorb many of the real 
unemploved, whose position is deserving 
of all consideration, while the country 
would gain a little in return. The 
moderate men, while not favouring doles 
at all, incline to similar views, but it is 
possible that their voices may be lost in 
the shouting for more doles and no work. 

News from Spain, received in London 
this week, shows that the political sitna- 
tion there has undergone a considerable 
change during the past week or so. A 
wave of patriotism has passed over the 
country, particulatly among the aristo- 
cracy and the upper-middle classes, and 
this has done much to strengthen the 
hands of the King and the Gevernment. 
It is said that King Alfonso has taken a 
very determined stand with regard to 
Morocco, and that the necessary reinforce- 
ments will be sent there as quickly as pos- 
sible. 

The Cor§nercial Motor Exhibition, to be 
opened at Olympia next month, promises 
to be one of the most important demon- 
strations of transport by mechanical means 
yet seen. The organisers hope to prove 
that this country leads the world in 
petrol, steam, and electrical vehicles for 
utility purposes. A great feature is to be 
made of the char-ad-banc, particularly those 
fitted with pneumatic tyres, and the 
Exhibition will include examples of the 
new Pullman types, fitted with every com- 
fort, for long-distance travelling. Other 
exhibits will include road-sweepers, fire 
engines, ambulances, tipping wagons; and 
such useful vehicles.
